State Rests Its Case in Trial 


of Man for the Aunis 


Murder.

Flushing, N. Y., Dec. 20.—That tho 


trip of Thornton J. Hains and his 
brother, Captain Peter C. Haius, jr.. 
last August, to the Bayside Yacht club, 
whore William E. Annis was killed,

Hains' Marital Troubles.

clared caused the mind of the army 
captain to become unbalanced.

ment is intense today at Stearns, 
Whitley county, where two pitched 
battles occurred yesterday between 
deputy United States marshals and 
miners connected with the strikers 
there. The posse, which was expect- 
ed to go into the mountains last night 
to search for the missing and wound- 
ed, did not go, but will likely go dur- 
ing the day. Officer Ryan, who be- 
came separated from his companions 
during the fight yesterday, is still 
wandering in the mountains, if not 
already captured and put to death by 
tho infuriated strikers. Berry Simp"- 
son. who owned the hotel in which 
the fight occurred, and which building 
was burned, it was learned today, es- 
caped during the battle into the moun- 
tains and is being protected there it 
is thought, by his friends. He is'al- 
leged to have been the leader of the 
strikers. It is believed that at least 
five men were burned to death in the 
lotel. as the miners who were in the 
building when the blaze and fighting 
began were very slow in getting out 
and it is believed that at least that 
many were caught in the falling 
walls. . 


A search of the debris will be made 


today. Both sides are resting on their 
arms today, but further trouble is ex- 
pected when the posse goes into the 
mining section to search for the men 
connected with the battles.

Thomas F. Eyan Has With- 


drawn from Directories 


of Corporations. 


New 
York, Dec. 2G.—Thomas F. 


Ryan, wizard of finance, who once said 
he would retire from business life 
when, ho had made a fortune of $100,- 
000,000, announced yesterday that he 
had resigned from the directorate of 
thirty-four corporations. It Is the opin- 
ion in Wall street that Mr. Ryan's 
fortune will approximate nine figures. 


Mr. Ryan said that the action was 


taken on advice of his physicians and 
was In accordance with his policy 
adopted two years ago. 


The only enterprises in the man- 


agement of which the financier re- 
tains a hand are the Morion Trust 
company, the National Bank of Com- 
merce and the American Tobacco com- 
pany. 
Policy Mapped Out Two Years Ago. 
Mr. Ryan's action was taken in pur- 


suance of a policy of retirement first 
adopted two years ago. At that time 
ho was told by his physicians that the 
cares devolving, upon him as the chief 
steersman o£ so many organizations, 
some of which, such as the Equitable 
Life Assurance society and the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan Street Railway 
system of New York, were more than 
sufficient in themselves to tax the 
endurance of any one individual, were 
rapidly undermining his health. 


After a busy career of forty years, 


most of which had beea spent in map- 
ping out and carrying to successful 
issue consolidation of street railway 
and lighting 
Interests 
of gigantic 


magnitude, Mr. Ryan -'felt that he 
could unharness 
himself 
from his 


many business responsibilities and de- 
vote the remaining years o£ his life to 
comparative leisure. 


"This step has been taken after long 


and mature deliberation," said Mr. 
Ryan today. "There is no significance 
to it other than that my doctors told 
me I ought to let up. They first ad- 
vised me to unload some of my respon- 
sibilities two years ago, and since 
then 1 have gradually withdrawn from 
the directorates of thirty-four corpora- 
tions. My recent resignations are but 
tho continuance of the policy adopted 
two years ago of unloading business 
responsibilities as rapidly as I can in 
justice to the interests involved. There 
is absolutely nolh'ing more to it than 
that" 


Among the corporations from the 


directorate of which Mr. Ryan has re- 
signed arc the Commercial Trust com- 
pany of Philadelphia, the Continental 
Rubber company of America, the Mer- 
cantile Trust company of New York 
anil the Seaboard Air Line railway. 


Brought About Traction Merger. 
It was Mr. Ryan and the late W. C. 


Whitney who consolidated Ihe street 
railways of New York in one vast sys- 
tem. Not only did he help to organ- 
ize and develop the Metropolitan sys- 
tem of street railways, but, with Mr.

For 
tho next ten years lie was a success- 
ful stock broker.

give up active business a severe at- 
tack was mado upon the inteKrily of 
the Statu Trust company. 
This at- 


tack came in the midst of negotia- 
tions for the consolhhilion of the Slate 
Trust company with the Morton Trust 
company, which Mr. Ryan was con- 
ducting.

two trust companies was affected, Mr. 
Ryan, much against his will, was per- 
suaded to take the vice presidency and 
active management of the company 
and to forego his plans for retirement 
from 
active business. 
Under Mr. 


Ryan's management the Morton Trust 
company has grown to be one of the 
largest trust companies in the clly, 
with assets of over $58,000,000, and 
exercises dominant influence In the 
financial world. 


In 1901 Mr. Ryan purchased control 


of the Hide and Leather bank, with a 
capital of $500,000, deposits of $2,213,- 
000, and a surplus of §488,000, 
and 


through his efforts a consolidation 
was effected with the Western Na- 
tional bank. 


Mr. Ryan helped to consolidate the 


electric surface railways of Jersey 
City and its environs. He also took 
part In the development of the electric 
railway and lighting system of the Jer- 
sey coast and Staten island.

well as a physical one. 


There are mental infectious germs as 
well as physical ones that move with 
the same certainty and exactness, only 
we do not know them and have not 
studied the laws which govern their 
rise and progress. 


There Is no fact, in science today 


.hat can. be more positively proven 
than that inebriety is a disease and 
that It is contagious. 


Indifference of Physicians. 


The attitude of the physicians to- 


wards this subject is one of indiffer- 
ence and profound ignorance. While 
recognizing the effects of the drugs 
no efforts are made to indicate the 
causes or means of, prevention. 


The whole subject is left to laymen 


and reformers. 
Warm-hearted, noble 


men and "women are conducting re- 
form movements and trying to build 
up public sentiment to overcome the 
evils from alcohol, while the physi- 
cians stand by indifferent, taking no 
part or giving no assistance. 
This 


would be exactly parallel to efforts of 
laymen to check typhoid .fever, diph 
theria and consumption without the 
council or advice o£ physicians. 


Every reform movement in societj 


or church is a pitiful reflection on 
the ignorance of the physician in the 
community where this is going on.

twenty rounds, the referee. Hugh Mcln- 
tosh, was to award n decision on points. 


It was this arrangement that enabled 
Jack Johnson to deprive Burns of Ills 
title, and. in the minds of those at the 
ringside,, there was no doulit as to the 
Justice «f the decision given In favor of 
tho negro when the police stopped the 
light. 


It was one of the fiercest and also one 


of the most bitter battles that ever hns 
taken place in any ring. The men were 
none too pood friends before they entered 
It. as the negro had chased the champion 
thousands of miles to secure the chance 
to light for the title. But U was not thin 
thiit infused the real bitterness which 
was strongly shown In the ring. 


When Burns appeared his elbows were 


Incased In clastic bandages. These John- 
son objected to, and a wrangle followed. 
At one timn It looked as if there would be. 
no fight unless Burns removed the ban- 
dages. 


Both men became angry, and finally 


Burns had his seconds take off the tape. 


There was no stage in the fight in 


•which Johnson was not the stronger of 
the two. and the punishment lie dealt 
out would have stopped many oth«r meu 
long before fourteen rounds had been 
fought. 
The negro was merciless, and 


«ven before the first round was finished 
the effects of his blows were apparent by 
the blood he brought from Burns' month.

"Dp women like to be flattered?" is 


the question propounded by a. mere 
masculine.

SPRAY KILLS THE WEEDS 1 


Wonderful 
Results 
Obtained 


From the Use of Chemicals 


on Common Farm Pests. 


Science has come to the aid of the 


fanner in his battle with weeds. Jlany 
of the experiment stations are con- 
ducting the most valuable experiments 
to ascertain how weeds may be eradi- 
cated. 
Sonic of these investigations 


have bet-n carried on for years and 
are finally producing most valuable- 
results. 


Professor Moore of the Wisconsin 


station has found that wild mustard 
anil other obnoxious weeds can be 
controlled it" not wholly destroyed by 
the use of chemicals sprayed upon the 
plants and without injury to the grow- 
ing grain. 


Since 
1896 
extensive experiments 


have been conducted by the North Da- 
kota station and Professor H. L. Bol- 
ley, whose work as a patient and in- 
telligent investigator has accomplished 
great results for the farmers o£ the 
far north, now announces some ex- 
tremely interesting results along the 
line of chemical spraying. 


Each year has resulted in success of 


such marked nature that Professor 
Bolley fuels safe in asserting that 
when 
farmers 
have 
accepted 
this 


method of attacking weeds as a regu- 
lar farm operation the gain 
will be 


greater than that which 
has

about through any other single piece 
of investigation. 


It must be understood, however, that 


underground stems will be pretty well 
starved out. Repeat the dose next 
year aud the thistles will trouble nt» 
more. 


Dandelion, that bane of the lawn, 


may be eradicated by spraying with 
copperas at the right time. 
Hut one 


spraying will not do away with this 
plant entirely. Spraying once a month, 
four times during the season, will dis- 
courage dandelion very much, and if it 
were not for the fact that billions of 
seeds are blown about by the winds 
lawns might be rendered entirely free 
from them. 


VALUE OF CORN FODDER

best that we can do is to save about
